JUST A DREAM? 


THE “DREAM” OF RUSSIAN SCIEN- 
tists, who hope that a tunnel under 
Bering Strait, linking Siberia with Alaska, 
will become a reality in the not too distant 
future, is no new concept on this side of 
the Pacific. Prior to the turn of the century 
it was envisioned as part of a land route 
around the greater part of the ocean basin. 
There will be no inclination to suggest that 
such an underwater highway can be created 
without difficulty. Temperatures alone will 
make the project uncomfortable. But on the 
basis of existing. statistics, it would appear 
not beyond the bounds of possibility. Accord- 
ing to the Encyclopedia Britannica, the strait 
is only 56 miles across from Cape Deschnev 
to Cape Prince of Wales, and the depth is 
listed at 24 fathoms.
